WoVeReNeCoAs CAMP OUT AT WOOD WOOD. 
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Nine members enjoyed the campout at Wood Wood 
on the Murray River, hosted by the Mid Murray 
Naturalists Trust, during the weekend of Aug 10 
to 12. Participants were comfortably housed in 
the district Scout Camp complex and were conducted 
on excursions into typical forms of Eastern Mal- 
lee habitat. Geological, Botanical and Zoological 
interests were catered for in the time spent on 
the Northern shores of Lake Tyrrell,in the Hureka 
Reserve of Belah and Pine forest, and at the 
Wandown Reserve of superb Mallee environment. 

Incidently, the 'KEureka' relates to the Rarish 
name, rather than Goldfield connections! The 
Murray Valley and Mallee regions provided a 
wealth of observations. In the Wandown, a sanct- 
uary for the Lowan, an active nesting mound was 
inspected. The Birds had opened the mound and 
were in the process of preparing the vegetable 
matter within to a desirable state for incubation. 

Some of the more exciting dry country birds 
observed included the Pied Butcher Bird, Striped 
Honeyeater, Red Capped Robin, Blue Bonnet Parrot, 
Yellow Plumed Honeyeater, Regent Parrot, Yellow 
Rosella and Purple Backed Wren.

HILL CREST EXCURSION. 

On the afternoon of a cold and damp August 5th, 
two carloads of members travelled to the Hill Crest 
uncommitted forest block, north of Smythesdale, 
for the purpose of making a brief survey of the 
State of the habitat. The block has been subjec-— 
ted to rather severe ‘controlled burning and an 
inspection of burned and unburned areas was carr- 
ied out. Severe scorch was evident in some sect— 
ions and a disappointing regrowth of understory 
and smaller plants. 

Some forty species of plants were identified, 
from the existing Club listing, including a green 
Correa reflexa amongst the predominant red. 

The bird population was limited; the most 
arresting being the Scarlet Robin, White-eared 
Honeyeater and Restless Flycatcher (in a very 
active display.) 
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
